|OF ALBERTA NATURAL GAS 


| Measures to give sweeping pow 
ers to the Alberta Oil and Natura! 
Gas Conservation Board over ex 
port of gas and oil were passed 
aut the special session of the Al- 
berta Legislature last week. 

Permits to export natural 
Will be granted by the 
tion Board under a new act, titled 
the Gas ‘Resources Preservation 
Act. It provides that when appli- 
cation is made to export gas, the 
applicant must say what field wil! 
be tapped, its estimated reserves, 
the marketing areas and estimated 
requirements. 

The Act provides that the Board 
may grant or refuse a permit, with 
the approval of the Lieutenant. 
Governor-in-Council, after hearing 
the arguments of the company 
Wishing to export gas. 

One of the major provisions of 
this legislation is the granting of 
power to the Conservation Board 
to divert gas for the use of Al 
berta consumers if the Board con 
siders an emergency exists. 

When the Board grants a permit

Another regulation in the Act 
provides that exporting companies 
must supply gas to all communi 
ties or consumers adjacent to its 
facilities which can be reasonab|s 
supplied. 

If the terms of the permit, the 
act, or any other act relating to 
oil or gas conservation are violat 
ed, the Conservation Board has the 
tight to cancel a company’s per 
mit. 

In cases where the Conservation 
Board and gas buyers and sellers 
cannot agree on the price, the 
Board of Public Utilities Commis 
sioners is designated as the place 
of appeal.
